U. S, Population Now 150,520.000, Gain 
Of Nearly 19 Million In Past Decade

The population of the United States 
has risen almost 19,000.000 in the 
>ast 10 years to a 1950 total offl- 
ially estimated at 150,520,000. 
In announcing preliminary flgur- 
s for both the nation as a whole 
nd for the individual states, the 
ensus bureau said it still must re- 
heck the totals and account for 
ome 700,000 persons who were on 
he move during this year's nose- 
ount. 
While the final totals will be 
ready by next December, they will 
not 
become known later 
that 


month, when President Truman 
submits them .to congress. It will 
be up to the lawmakers to decide 
then how many house members 
each state will have on the basis 
of the new figures. 
Reckoned roughly, each congres- 
lonal District will have 344,000 in-

Auriol Demands 
World Force To 
Fight Aggression 


BAR-LE-DUC, France, July 24. 


—UP)—France's President Vincent 
Auriol has called for "definite or- 
ganization" 
of 
an 
international 


army against aggression. 


In his first public statement on 


the Korean war, 
Auriol 
hailed 
"the building, however late, of the

"France asks now a definite 


organization of that army as an 
element of order and security for 
all peoples," he declared. 


Speaking at ceremonies honoring 


World War I President Raymond 
Poincare, Auriol said France will 
"seek and propose every solution 
which may, in the spirit of justice, 
halt the (Korean) conflict and pre- 
vent others from breaking out." 


"But first of all," he continued, 
'it is necessary to stop an aggres- 
sor who, by refusing mediatlton, 
has exposed himself to the stigma 
of the UN. It Is first necessary to 
check an invasion and an occu- 
pation. " 
Aggressors, Auriol declared, must 


>e made to understand "not only 
that freedom is always bound to 
win in the long run but that this 
time collective measures will be 
aken from the first day. x x x 


"This is the reason why we feel 


happy that the UN did not give 
vay this time before the black- 
mail of the 'fiat accompli' (accom- 
plished fact) and has pledged its 
will to insure respect for the given 
word and for world security." 


Diplomacy Hinges 
On U. S. Efforts In

Truman did not say that. In a 
section of his message which, ii 
was learned, was penned specific- 
ally for Kremlin eyes to read, he 
said simply that the men who have 
the power to unleash aggression 
should realize that by contlnue< 
recourse to such action they woulc 
mar the fabric of world peace to 
the breaking point. 


However, suspicious governments 
normally read each others officia 
statements for the meaning be 
tween the lines. The Soviets know 
that in Korea the United States 
and associated United Nations hav 
engaged not the forces of Russia 
but those of a minor satellite. 


The Russians might be tempted 
to entangle these countries simi- 
larly in other regions—Indo-Chi- 
na, the Middle East, or the Bal- 
kans. The Soviets must know 


that American strategists have se- 
riously considered this possibili- 
ty, as well as the counter action 
the U. S. should take. 
So long as the Korean Commun- 
sts have a prospect of victory by 
[riving American troops into the 
sea,.Russia may let the situation 
ride unchanged. 
But if they lose 


he prospect due to build-up of 
American power in Korea, authori- 
ties here say the Soviets may take 
one of three courses of action:

Also waiting house action is a 
bill that would give federal offi- 
cials broad power to check on any 
!oreign-flag ship coming into

S. ports. This Is intended to pre- 
vent some vessel from sneaking In 
atomic or other bombs for crip- 
pling attacks. 


The house armed services com- 
nlttee called in Adm. Forrest P. 
Sherman, chief'of naval operations 
.oday for a report on the Navy's 
ireparedness. He will be followed 
)y Air Force leaders on Wednes- 
day and by Army heads on 
Fri- 


day. 
The big question for all of them: 
what does the country have to 
show for the $48 billion appro- 
priated for the armed services In 
the last four years? 
Meanwhile, there were new steps 
oward building military strength. 
:'he Marine corps said it is calling 
un certain of its aviation squad- 
•ons from the organized reserves. 
The personnel of these squadrons 
apparently will be assigned to fill 
out under-strength regular outfits. 
The Air Force promised an early 


call to some of its reserve 
units 
and some units of the Air Nation- 
al Guard. It already has begun call- 
ng individual reservists. 
Army National Guard units be- 
gan receiving their marching or- 
lers after being alerted for federal 
lervice last Friday. The units af- 
'ected came from all over the na- 
tion—from Maine's 703rd anti-air- 
craft artillery battalion and 354th 
signal radar maintenance unit, to 
California's 161st ordnance depot 
company.
